the ſpirite,ſeene of angels,pzeached vnto 
the Gentiles, beleeued on in the wonlde. 
All cheſe thinges were done in the Apo⸗ 
ſtles time, and ſo it is both fulſtlled which 
Chꝛiſte dyd foꝛetell, that the Goſpel ſhold 


bee pꝛeached boch to the Jewes and Oens 


tyles, and to a great part of the wozlde, 
befote the deſtruction of Jeruſalem; and 
alſo found true which che Apoſtle Paule 
here doch tel vs, that in his tune the ſound 
of the Goſpell by the pꝛeach ing of che 
Apoſtles, was gone out though the moſt 
part of che woꝛlde. Beholde heere one 
of the greateſt myzacles that Godhath 
Rough: namely, chat (inche ſpace ot 
twentit 


/ 
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twentie two yeeres o2 there aboute) the 
Goſpel ſhould bee ſo farre publiſhed, that 
Paule might truely ſay, che ſound chercof 
went thꝛaugh out all che earth, cc. And 
that by men of no great account in their 
owne countrie, but fiſher-men;o2 of ſome 
handie crafc:ſuch as were generally( as 
it were) naturally hated in all other couns 
tries, becauſe they were Jewes: And fo 
the better manifeſting of this myꝛac le, les 
it bee added, they did pꝛeach nothing but 
Chuſte crucified, which hekoze was not 
hearde of, and (as the Apoſtle himſelt doth 
teſtiſte) was an offence to the Jewes and 
meere madneſſe to the Gentyles. Let vs 
heere learne fo2 our inſtruction and com- 
foꝛt: that the planting oz continuing of 
the Goſpel in any country is not in the aus 
thoꝛitie ot man, but in the wyll of God: 
and though wee ſee the Pope, the Turke, 
the Diuel, and all his kriendes beute as 
gainſte the Goſpeil, aun laying theyz 
heaves togeather to ſtappe the courſe 
thereof in all places, pet let vs not 
thinke that it is in the power of cheſe to 
dor. It is the onely 2— Gon

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to pꝛoſper oꝛ to ſtaye it: and therefbge in 
this caſe let vs not feare ma whoſe breath 
is in his noletipils;aud in who there is no 
ſtrength ( in rompariſon dt God.) But 
let vs pꝛay duto God fo) the conciniatinee 
of his woo2de , and nowe that wee baue 
ie, let vs recetue it thankfully, heare 
it diligently, and obey it duetifullp. Als

The Gentiles haue 
hearve muche moe „ the Jewes amon⸗ 
me the woꝛde beganne fixff, and 
Jas continued vntill che Jewes fined in

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the Gentiles, as they them lelues conteſle. Act. 13.46. 
The Apoltle then doth conkeſſe, chat the 
Jewes haue hearde the woꝛde, but yet ic 
muſt ſtande that they are reiected: And 
ſo his very purpale is to giue them ſecrets 
Iy to vnderſfande, that the cauſe why the 
Jewes were reiected, was, not becauſe 
they had not the vſe ofthe woꝛde, but bee⸗ 
cauſe they contẽned the ſame woꝛd which 
they had, as if he ſhould haue ſapde : the 
Jewes in deede had the woꝛd, it was pꝛea⸗ 
ched among them, but pet God hath in iu⸗ 
ſtice cutte them off, becauſe they deſpiſed 
the woꝛd. And here the Apoltle wilthaue 
vs to learne not onelye what was the 
cauſe of che cutting off of che Jewes , 
but alſo he will lap befoꝛe vs a great cauſe 
of gods anger, and ol many plagues which 
in all ages fall vpon men, and that is the 
contempt ofhis wowe . There is nos

There is nothing that Gov hath 
moe care of, chen that his woꝛde ſhall not 
be deſpyled, neyther any ſinne which god 
hath moze ſeuerely puniſhed at all tymes, 
then che contempt of his wozde, as the ſto⸗ 
ryes ot all ages will tell vs: This nee 
deth na great moofe, (his pꝛeſent cxam⸗ 
ple, which the Apoltfe here hach in 1 
mill make it plaine enougg. 

Tbe Tewes bad the lawe given unte 
them, they had Þ2ophetes ſent copzeach 
and exnound the tawe. they had Chiſt aud 
his Apolties to pꝛeache and wozke myꝛa⸗ 
cles, to callthem ta ſaluation in the Mele 
fas which mas came, they deſpyſed che 
Lawe, they perſecuced and killed che pꝛea⸗ 
chers of their ſaſuation , - Andtherefoze 
the Apoſtle here laiech: (notwithſtanding 
that they had the woꝛd) yet god hath caſte 
them off, becauſe they were contemners

It ſtandes with pollicye not to truſte the 
vntruſtie: Aud let them thinke ok this. as 
God ſhall put in their mindes: fo myne 
owne parte, if I were a Papiſte, and an 
enemy to God and his woꝛde, as they bee, 
and did beare atraytozous minde cowarde 
mypꝛince and countrep, as thep doe, 1 
ſhould ſurely looke foꝝ this reward, Elihu 
here would tell me, pollicy woulde pers 
ſwade, and the conſideration of Gods Ju⸗ 
ſtice would binde me to conkeſſe, I am one 
of thoſe which veſpiſe the woꝛde of God, A 
mult cheretoꝛe be one of them which muſte 
taſte ofthat whipp which God doth keepe 
in ſtoʒe ta puniſhthis ſinne.

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out of all aduerſitie: he bach pꝛomiſed hee 
will ſurely perfourme it: And true it is. 
God hath pzomyſed to heare and delyuer 
all choſe which cal vpon him in their trou- 
ble: fo2 hee is nygh co all ſuch as call v- 
pon him, ſo it be done in truech. But 
if wee will haue our pꝛayers hearde, there 
bee divers things which we mult obſerue 
in pꝛayer, amonge which this is not the 
leaſt: ee muſt take heede that wee be 
not deſpiſers of his woꝛd. Foz bee that 
doeth remoue his eare from hearing of the 
Lawe , his pꝛaper ſpall be abhominable, 
ſaith Solomon.

Che Jewes had the woe pzeached a- 
monge them, but chis din not pꝛoſit them, 
becauſe chey regarded not, to heare oz fol- 
lowe the ſame: Ik wee make chis our 
owwne caſe, it is thus with vs: Me haue

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and J pzap God continue it, as no doubt 
bee wil if our wickedneſſe do not compell 
him in iullice to take it from vs: But it 
wee be deſpilers of his woꝛde, and that eys 


her wee bee not carefull to heare it, 02 


diligent to obey it: This woꝛde God wil 
take from vs, and giue it to ſome other 
nation, which wil bzing foꝛth fruite wooz⸗ 
thy of the pꝛeaching of this woꝛd: And not 
onelythis, but hee will paniſh vs either by 
the ſwoꝛde of our enemies, by harvneſle of 
heart, by falling into hereſies and falſe o⸗ 
pinions againſt God, oz ſome way as ſhal 
ſeeme beſt vnto him: And then al our ſhifts 
ſhal not helpe: o, i wee will ſay with the

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to the end oftheChapter (fo2 J muſte goe 
ouer it with ſpeede.) But J demaund, did 
not Jſrael know god, c. Paul hath grans 
ted, that Jiſracl had the woꝛd, and pet they 
were retecced, becauſe they contemned the 
ſame woꝛde: but this will not ſatilſie the 
Jewes, but they wil yet haue an other fling 
at Paule, and that is this: Thou telleſt vs 
(lap they) that notwithſtanding we had the 
moꝛd pꝛeached, pet are we reiected iuſtlye, 
becauſe we heard not with fruite. But tell 
vs this now: Did not Iſrael know God: 
Did not Ilrael heare p)ofttablp $ if thou 
wilt deny it, and ſap Iſrael did not know, 
Dauid wil conuincethee , who ſaith God 
is known in Juda, his name is great in J. 
ſrael: but if thou wilt confeffe that Fſracl 
did know god, then how canſt thou ſaye 
truely, that we are caſt off of God, becauſe 
hauing the woꝛd, we bꝛought not foꝛch the 
fruites thereof: And here they thinke they 


haue dziuen Paule into a ſtraite:but aul 


anſwereth this very wel, ⁊ in many woꝛds. 
The ſumme ok his anſwere is, that there 
were a few in Ilrael which did heare with 
fruite and knew god, and they were not 

reiccted 
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reiected, neyther doth þ Apoſtle hereſpeal 
of them. But foz the molt parte the Tewes 
were wicked and rebellious, deſpiſers of 
god and his woꝛd, and therfoze were iuſtly 
caſt off. So then Paul doth anſwere thus: 
the nations of che Jewes is now cut off by 
gods iuſtice, that they ſhould not be the vi⸗ 
ſible Church of god as befoze:but not eue⸗ 
ry perticular man cut ot: fo god hath li 
reſerued vuto him lelk anumberaccoꝛding 
to electiõ of grace, which no doubt) ſbal 
be ſaued: J may not tf J woulde , noꝛ J 
neede not if J myght, to ſtand vpon the 
ſubſtance of this anſwere:namelp, to ſheww 
how it is ſapde, that Iſrael is cut off, and 
yet god hath his Church in Jſrael: it hath 
beene handled at large in this Chapter 
already, but will fall out moze plapne in 
the Chapter folowing , as will well ap» 
peare in the next Lecture. 

Foꝛthe manner of his aunſwere, aul 
fearing leaſt by telling 5ᷣ reieciting of the 
Jewes, he ſhould growe in miſliking and 
hatred with them, will not anſwere in his 
own woꝛds, but in the woꝛdes of Boles &

To 
teach vs what it is that chiefly is tu be com 
mended in cities, townes æ countries, it is 
not larg boꝛders, great dominions , ample 
pꝛiuiledges, much wealth, andſuch like: na 
theſe were in the heathen, and yet Poſes 
ſaith, they were not a people, oz not Gods 
people, Dauid doth cõmend Sion not foꝛ y 
ſtregththerof,o2 much people, oꝛ great pꝛi⸗ 
uiledges (which things were plecifuli inp 
citie) but he vr comende it, becau/e there 
was p tabernacle, chere men bid allẽble che 
ſelues to heaxe þ1law read, cxpounded.⁊ 
to do vnta god ſuch ſeruice as he required. 


I deny not but thoſe things be good, x cre- 


ated lo; y great benelit of gods chilvze,but 
not come 


And the Iewes reiected. 
comparable to the hauing and vſe or gods 
woꝛde, and therefoze howſocuer me do foꝛ 
theſe things, our chiefe care muſk bet that 
we may iniop the vſe of Gods lame, foꝛ 
without chat wee are nat wozthie ta bee 
counted the people of God. And let this 
dzlue vs to be thanktull vnto God, who 
bach beſtowed vpon vs this benefite moſte 
ineſtimable, and hath denied it to other na⸗ 
tions, but J may not pꝛoſecute this. 

Secondlx, hee ſapth of the Gentiles, 5 
they were a fooliſhe-nation,- doubtles che 
Tewes were neuer comparable to them in 
wonldly wiſdome, their wit is wondered 
at euery where, both ko finding out what 
was good and ill iq mans life: Foz loo⸗ 
king ſoneerelp into the ſecrete woꝛkes of 
god, foꝛ making of very exquiſite lawes, 
alſo fox many other excellent things wher « 
in they were very wiſe: and yet becauſe 
they had not the knowledge of God by his 
woe, chereloze doch Moſts call them a 
fooliſh nation. To teach vs not to ſtande 
too much vpon our wiſdome, iſ it be but

Thirdly, ofthe gentiles it is ſaid by E⸗ 
lap, h they ſought not after god gc, They 
knewthere was a God, and in their wiſe⸗ 
dome they were verp diligent to ſeek out 
p knowledge of that God, but they ſought 
him not as they cught, they foughthim nor 
in his woꝛd, where only he was to be foũd. 
aud therfoꝛe it is ſaid chey ſought hum not: 
and in deede whoſoeuer will ſeek the true 
knowledge of God any other where then 
in his woꝛde it is but labour loſt:and ther; 
foꝛe it is a neceſſary leſſon, which Chiiſte 
doth giue to his aduerſaries, and to vs all, 
Search the ſcriptures, foꝛ in cht ye thinke 
to baue eternall life, : theſe are they whi · 
che teſtiſie of me. Theſe things J paſle o⸗ 
uer lightly, as not directly pertaining ta 
the Apoſtles purpole, and vet I touch the, 
becauſe they lye in my way, and hereafter 


faith, 
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ſaith, All the day long haue J ſtretched 
ſooꝛch my hand, ec. ver. 21. Ofthe gentiles 
hee hath ſaide, they were not woꝛthie the 
name ok a people, they were fooliſhe, and 
they ſought not God. Now foꝛ Iſrael be 
ſaith, That God hath ſtretched fooꝛth his 
hande vnto them, all the day long, ec. 
When hee ſayth God ſtretched fooꝛth his 
hand, he doth ſet fooꝛth the great care that 
God had to bꝛyng them coſaluation, whe 
be ſaith (all the day long) bee doth tell vs 
howe great diligence God did vſe to bꝛing 
this to paſſe. And when hee ſaith (that 
Aſrael was a diſobedient. and a gatneſap» 
ing people) hee wyll ſeg befoze vs the 
great negligence and ewardneſſe 
whiche was in them. Nowe dꝛawe all 
theſe together, and make one doctrine of 
them all, it is thus: The negligence and 
dulueſſe of man in well doing is great: 
But ſuch is the mercie of GD D to⸗ 
wards man, and ſo careful and diligent 
is God foz man, that all che day, he docch 
ſtretche foo2th his hande, that ts, conti⸗ 
nually his mercy doeth ſtryue and was 
ſtle with our backewardueſſe (if it bee 
poſſible) 


ASermonof the Gentiles called 


poſſible to ouercome it. As we lee in Adã, 
in Cain, and in many others, who when 
they were fallen from God, they ſought 
not to God to bee reconciled againe, but 
God ſought vntothem: yea, and when they 
byd chemſelues, vet God found then out. 
But aboue the reſt it is notable to this 
pur poſe, chat is mitten in the 19. of Ge- 
neſts, where it is ſatd, that the augell doth 
charge Lot and his familie co depart ſpecs 
Gen. 19,16. dilp out of @ovoin, and yet theplingered: 
and the text ſaith, That as they pꝛolonged 
che time the men caught boch him and his 
wife, and his two daughters by the handes 
(the [Sd being mercifull vnto hin) and 
he ought ham tozch, and ſet him without 
the Citie. ee here che back wardneſſe of 
mans nature in Lot: but chiefly beholde 
the faz war dnes that is in god to ſtriue and 
wꝛaſtle wich man, that by his mercie bee 
may outercome mans wickednes. So 
heere the Jewes are fallen from god, they 
are rebellious and vnbeleeuing, and pet

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Nowe (of all this that the Apoſtle Heere 
ſecteth downe,both of the vntowardnes of 
the Gentiles, # backwardnes of Jewes) 
let vs conclude with that which the Apo⸗ 
ftle doth heere dziue vnto, which is the iu⸗ 
ſtice of God in reiecting the Jewes, e the 
mercy of God in calling che Gentiles, & 
that doth appeare thus. The Oentiles are 
no nation, oz not Gods nation, a fooliſye 
people, and ſuch a people as ſeek not after 
God, and yet they are ſaued by gods mer · 
cie. To the Jewes Gad doch ftreth out his 
band, and offer ſaluation ſtill, and yet they 
continue vnfaichfull & diſobedient, and (a 
are caſt of:by Gods iuſtice. So then that 
which we haue here to conclude,s which 
Paule would haue the Church of Rome 
to learne of all this that hee ſaiethof the 
Jewes and gentiles is but this: that the 
gentiles were called to bee partakers of 
gods graces, not of their merite, bi ot 
gods meere mercie: and therefore all 
p2ayſe and glozp of their faluation is to ho 
giuen to God alone, and nothing to them 
ſelues: che reiecting of the Jewes is of 
bun iuſtice, fo? theirowne 8

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And therefoꝛe allthe blame of that co bee 
laide vpon themſelues, and nothing at all 
bpon God. af I coulde oꝛ might make of 
this a generall doctrine, it would teach vs 
all thus much, » the ſaluation of all Gavg 
people is of Sods only mercy without az 
ny deſeruing of man: and that the cons 
demnation of all che wicked is of chepx 
owne deſart onely without any faulte in 
God: accoꝛding ta that which God ſayth 
by the Pꝛophet: Thy deſtruction O Iſra⸗ 
el is chine owne, but thy laluation is of me 
alone. Thus then we ſee that Fſrael dyd 
heare, that is, had the woꝛde, and yet they 

ere iuſtly reiected of God, becauſe they 
heard not witch fruite, but contemned the 
woꝛde: and where they thinke they can 
alledge fo2 themſelues that they were pꝛoo⸗ 
fitable hearers, becauſe it is ſaid the knew 
Gad, aule ſaith, that ſome of them knew 
God, and they were not caſt off, but che 
molt part knew not, x were reiected: and 
fo: the laluation ofthe genttles, and who⸗ 
ſoeuer els is ſaued, it is of Gods mercy 
without mans deſeruing, as alſo the cons 


demnation ot che wicked isof gods iuſtice

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though mans wickednes, without any 
vniuſt ice oꝛ fault in God. Sod (fot his 
ſonne Jeſus Chyiſtes ſake ) continue 
amongſt vs the vſe of his wo we, make vs 
not idle hearers, but pꝛokitable docrs of 
the ſame, giue vs faith and eternall ſalua- 
tion in the death and merites of Chiiſte 
Jeſus the ſonne of God: To whom, with 
God the father, and God the holy ghoſte, 
bee all honour, gloʒp, pꝛayſe, and domini⸗ 
on fo eucrmoze, Amen. 
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
